TERMS FRAMED IF 


SHE ENTERS WAR 


Gets Territory and Perma- 
nent Alliance in Event 
of Victory. 


Rome, Italy, April 29.—From persons 
in close touch with the war situation as 
it effects Italy, there was obtained to- 
day information 
wbich 
indicates that 
the govemmeiit has arrived at an un- 
derstanding with 
Great 
Britain and 
Frimce, 
concerning 
the 
terms 
upon 
which Italy will enter the war, if she 
eventually decides to do so. 
This infor- 
mation, while 
unofficial, 
is gathered 
from men who have made a close and 
careful study of the situation. 
The 
agreement is described as follows: 


First, a provision for concerted mili- 
tary action. 
Italy 
will 
refrain from 
hostilities during the present stage of 
desultory trench-warfare, which 
would 
enable Germany and Austria to concen- 
trate a large part of their forces against 
her. 
She will time her blow contem- 
poraneously with a general effort by all 
the opponents of the central empire now 
in the field. 


Second—An understanding concerning 
the territory to be awarded to Italy in 
the event of victory. 


Third—A provision 
that 
afte^ 
the 
war an alliance shall be formed between 
Italy and the present triple entente, of 
Great Britain, Franca and Russia. 


It is intimated that at ihe outset. 
Great Britain was not disposed to make 
terms with Italy, but that Italy firmly 
declined to consider 
joining the allies 
without first having reached a definite 
agreement 
with 
them 
ccmceming the 
nature and 
time of her 
oo-operation, 
boundary readjustments after the war 
and permsAent assistance from tiie al- 
lies. Italy is said to have received pow- 
erful assistance from French diplomacy 
in reaching the desired understanding 
on these points.

Oflacer Brennan Goes After 
Him With Requisition 
Documents. 


Clarence Strom is held at Columbus, 
Ohio, for the Fort Wayne police as one 
of the three cracksmen who broke into 
the Rurode Drv Goods company's store 
here earlr in the morning of January 
30, last, blew open the safe after re- 
peated assaults with nitro-glycerine and 
carried away several hundred dollars in 
cash. 


Detective .loseph A. Brennan, of the 
police, left Thursday afternoon for Col- 
umbus with requisition papers and will 
return with stroni. 


Watchman Identifies Man. 
Detective Brennan had William Kams, 
the night watchman at the Rurode store, 
who was bound and gagged and kept 
prisoner by the three yeggs during the 
four hours they were at work on the 
safe, with him in Columbus a few days 
ago and there Kams positively identified 
Strom as one of the cracksmen. 


Strom wa« arrested in Columbus sine« 
the Rurode burglary for a similar crime 
in Columbus and hi» trial was brought 
to a close Thursday in his acquittal. 
The Columbus oflicials wired Chief of 
Police Lenz here of the outcome and 
are holding Strom for the Fort W*yne 
officer. 


Here a Week After Robbery. 


The running to groimd of Strom is 
the 
result 
of 
capable and 
persistent 
work by Chief Lenz and his detectives 
After the arrest of the three men in 
Detroit was proved to have been on a 
false chie, the Fort Wayne police began 
a systematic inquiry to learn what sus- 
picious strangers had been in the city 
immediately prior to and at the time of 
the burglary. 


It was learned that two men known 
as Clarence Storms and Jack Bums, pos- 
ing a« tobacco 
salesmen, 
with 
two 
women, had been staying at the rooming 
house of Mrs. Smith, 250 West Main 
street for two or three weeks prior to 
tlie robbery. 
Two days before the job 
the quartet got drunk and were com- 
pelled to find another lodging place and 
went to the Hartman house on Wash- 
ington street. 


There they remained until February 
6, a week after the Rurode safe had 
been blown. 


Telephone Talk a Clue. 
A conversation over a telephone line 
fiu-nished the direct clue on which Chief 
Lenz set his men to work. 
Investiga 
tion at Mrs. Smith's brought to light 
a letter postmarked Des Moines, lowti, 
and addressed to Mrs. Jack BuriM. Chief 
I«nz wrote to the Des Moines police de- 
partment and got information that she 
probably was Mattie Lopes, known to be 
in with a gang of yeggs and to have 
played lookout for the safeblowers in 
a job ther«. 
He stated that Clarence 
Storms was undoubtedly Clarence Strom 
and that Strom had been arrested Feb- 
huary 0 at Colimabus, for a safe-blowing 
job, and that his trial would come off 
soon. 


Last Sunday Detective Sergeant Bren- 
nan took Watchman Kamg to Columbus 
and it was then that Kams identified 
Strom as the one of the trio who had 
botmd and gagged him and tied him in 
a chair beside the Rurode safe. 


Had Same Toob as Here. 
Chief Lenz has learned from Columbus 
that Strom, when arrested there, had a 
breast drill and an assortment of drill 
bits that answer the description g^ven 
by Karns, of the yegg crew's equipment 
at Rurode's and it is probable that they 
were the same outfit. 


There is no clue here as to who the 
third man was, and the whereabouts of 
the yegg who is supposed to have gone 
here by tiie name of Jack Bums are not 
known to the police. 


Was a Bold Jobw '

the boldest cracksman's Job ever pulled 
off in Fy>rt Wayne.

Washington, April 29.—^Unofficial ad 
vices received here early today which 
said that General 
Carranza 
expected 
early reconition by the United States 
government attracted widespread atten 
tion in official and diplomatic circles 
The Carranza authorities have been 
active recently in seeking recognition 
and it had been reported that they in 
tended issuing a statement covering 
their intentions. 


The United States government, it is 
said, had been advised of the Carranza 
plans, although it was, said at the state 
department that the question of recog 
nition had not been formally consid 
ered. 
Tlie American government imof 
fieially indicated to the various factions 
in Mcxico the general principles which 
woiiid guide it in considering the ques 
ilon. It has been said that there would 
be no recognition until Mexico had been 
internally pacified by complete military 
domination by one faction or a peace 
fill agreement among the more import 
ant elements.

One Big Disputed Point in 
Long Struggle Out 
of the Way. 


Cleveland, Ohio, April 2{>.—With one 
big stumbling block out of the way and 
another hanging upon possible action by 
the legislature the third day's session pf 
the joint scale committee of Ohio coal 
operators and miners opened here today 
with prospects of peace still rosy. 


The disputed point whic]^ has been 
obliterated is that of a plan for arbi- 
tration of the future disagreements be- 
tween the two factions. Late last night 
the mine.rs' leader» accepted the arbi- 
tration proposal of the operators with 
slight altercations and thereby smooth- 
ed out one of the main difficulties which 
have faced the conference. 


The second big moot point which is 
dependent upon an act of the legisla-

Constantinople, Tuesday, April 27.—

LANDING 8o,oco MEN. 


British and French 
Throwing 
Forces 
Into Four Points. 


Berlin, April 29.--By wireless to Say- 
ville, N. Y.)—Advices from Constanti- 
nople, as given out here today by the 
Overseas News agency, are that the 
forces which the French and British at- 
tempted to land at the Dardanelles num- 
bered about 80,000 men. 
Landing ope- 
rations were undertaken at three points 
on the European and one on the Asiatic 
side of the straits. 


According to reliable information the 
Austro-Italian negotiations are proceed- 
ing satisfactorily, says the Overseas 
News agency. "The most difficult point 
already has been overcome. 
The re- 
maining ones are comparatively imim- 
portant." 


FINDS FEW FOES. 


Wilhelm Scheefmann, a well known 
German war correspondent, has sent the 
following report to his paper: 


"When one compares the German gen- 
eral staff with that of the British, there 
is an irreconcilable difference. 
In my 
trips along the front by Neuve Chapelle 
and Gvenchy I have traveled much of 
the time in territory which, according 


to reports and maps published in Eng- 
lish newspapers, is in possession of the 
British troops, but in reality I did not 
see a single Englishman on the road, 
not even a prisoner. 


"Since the preceding day had been 
very quiet, I entered upon the field of 
battle at a spot which, according to 
British representations, was a part of 
the gain in the battle of Neuve Chapelle. 
According to British reports and maps 
the .next 
village 
must b© in British 
hands, but it did not look so; every 
house was 
flying 
the 
Bavarian flag, 
made by tearing the superfluous red 
strips from the French tri-colon" 


GIVES NO HINT OF DEFEAT. 


British Reports Tell of Allied Advance 
«t Dardanelles. 


London, April 29.—British reports to- 
day give no hint of a defeat of the al- 
lies at the Dardanelles, as claimed from 
Constantinople. 
The latest siatement 
says the land forces have succeeded in 
establishing a line across the GalUpoli 
peninsula, on the European side of the 
straits and are advancing steadily. 


An unofficial dispatch from Athens 
states that the allies were victorious in 
a battle on the west side of the penin- 
sula, inflicting 
serious 
losses otn the 
Turks and capturing one battalion. 


The battle of Flanders apparently has 
passed the high point of intensity and 
is becoming less severe. An official Bel- 
gian statement speaks merely of the ac- 
tivity of artillery and aviators along 
the part of the front held by the Bel- 
gian forces. 
Field 
Marshal 
Sir John 
French, the British commander, has an- 
nounced that the German advance has 
been checked definitely. 


In the Russian campaign new battles 
are developing in the? north along the 
East Prussian border. 
Petrograd dis- 
patches speak of various indecisive en- 
counters. but make no mention of the

along 
a 
twelve 
mile 
front 
which the German war office announced 
yesterday. 
Neither has it conceded the 
reported Austrian victory in Bukawina, 
on the eastern end of the front, which 
is said to have compelled the Russians 
to fall back to the border.

sador, while insisting that Trent and 
Trieste are ItaliM by race and history 
and must be returned to Italy.

of the Roberts crowd, who wish to ap- 
peal the case, will make application for 
a writ of error. 
Roby has notified Dis- 
trict Attorney Dailey he would present 
the application Friday. 


Dailey will go to Chicago to attend 
the hesiring and represent the govern- 
ment. 
He opposed the issuance of a 
writ of error asked for before Judge 
C. C. Kohlsaat two weeks ago when the 
case was sent back to Judge Anderson. 
A writ of error already has been granted 
in tiie case by Judge Anderson, but the 
citation necessary for the appeal has not 
been signed. It was to have been taken 
up as soon as Judge Anderson returned 
from Evansville, where he Is ill. 


While the application and the purpose 
is substantially the same as the previous 
one, it is understood the attorneys for 
the Terre Haute men will cite additional 
reasons why they think the write should 
be granted. Should the writ be granted 
the circuit. court of appeals will be 
asked to fix bail bonds for the release 
of the Roberts men and the defense will 
contend that no bond is necessary to 
prosecute the appeal should the men 
stay in prison. 


The purpose of the action is under- 
stood to be an attempt to obtain a re- 
duction of the bail bonds, fixed at $10, 
000 for each year of imprisonment by 
Judge Anderson and to avoid fifiving 
bond to secure costs of the trial or to 
cover cost of the appeal. 
The costs in 
the trial are estimate at $12,000 and 
the costs in the higher court at $500.

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Indiana's Debt Growing 


Total indebtedness of $66,053,653 has been reported by the civil 
(divisions of Indiana for the year 1913 to the federal census bnreau, 
according to figures which have just been made public at Washing- 
ton. 
This is the net total after deduction of sinking fund assets 
then on hand. Of this amount the counties have incurred $9,721,434, 
or 14.7 per cent. ; the cities, towns, villages, townships, etc. ; $50,- 
653,058, or 76.7 per cent. ; the school districts, $5,679,116, or 8.6 per 
cent., of the total debt. 
The net debt reported for these divisions 
shows an increase of $34,139,489, or 307 per cent, over the amount 
reported in 1902. The per capita debt increased $11.57 or 93.6 per 
cent, during the same period. 
During the period, 1890 to 1902, the 
net debt increased $16,009.592, or 100.7 per cent., while the per 
capita debt increased $5.11, or 70.5 per cent. 


The net debt of the counties reported at $10,497,916, repre- 
lented a decrease of $3,326,619, or 25.5 per cent., from that of 1902. 
The per capita debt decreased $1.56, or 30.7« per cent., during the 
same period. During the period 1890 to 1902, the net debt increased 
16,641,814, or 103.7 per cent., while the per capita debt decreased 
$2.16, or 74 per cent. 


^ In 1902 all but eight of the ninety-two counties in the state re- 
ported debt, while in 1913 the number reporting no debt was seven. 
Of the counties which reported debt in 1902, 65 show some reduc- 
tion in 1913, many of them having retired all of the bonds outstand- 
ing in 1902. 


The indebtedness of the cities, towns and villages considered 
apart from other civil divisions amounted to $19,986,045 in 1913. 
The largest percentage of increase in the net debt of cities was re- 
ported by those places having a population of 30,000 or more, and 
amounted to 11.4 per cent. 
Those cities having a population of 
8,000 to 30,000 show an increase of 7.5 per cent., and those having 
a population of 2,500 to 8,000 shoAv an increase of 1 per cent. Con- 
trary to the condition in many states those cities, towns and villages 
in Indiana having a population of less than 2,500 show a decrease 
of 18.5 per cent. 


Indianapolis is the largest individual debtor. 
The net debt of 
Indianapolis shows an increase of $665,456, or 16 per cent. The per 
capita debt decreased during this period from $22.36 to $19.05, or 
1.4.8 per cent. Bvansville was the only city of more than 30,000 pop- 
ulation to show a decrease in the net debt, although all the cities of 
thi« class, with the exception of Terre Haute, show a decrease in the 
per capita debt.

WAR'S GitEAT TEST AT HAND.

Kitchonor prophesied that the

would begin May I. His statement was 
in part a promise, in part an apology 
for leaving Belgivmi and northern France 
so long in the hands of the enemy. This 
period of probation will soon be over. 
The allied generals ranst begin shortly 
their long-anticipated drive; failure to 
do Bo will convince their publics that 
something is rotten in the western the- 
ater of Avar. 


Nor can the censorshrp, however rigid, 
save the allied generals indefinitely from 
the acid teat of compaTison with their 
enemies. All hands must admit that so 
far the honors in tactics, strategy and 
organization 
are with the 
Germans. 
They checked at the Aisne what prom- 
ised to be a disastrous 
retreat 
more 
than six months ago, since which they 
have lost nothing of value in northern 
France. 
Even their "furtherest south," 
at St. Michiel, where the German line 
crosses the Aisne, resists all 
attacks. 
Nor is there any appreciable let-up in 
their offensive or defensive powers. Ther 
met the loss of Nueve Chappelle by gain- 
ing equal distance olsowhcre and the 
capture of hill No. fiO by furious drivos 
further west. 
If taking and keeping in 
the enemy's country is success the Ger- 
mans have had a successful winter. 


Klowly this knowledge is 
becoming 
pubiio property in England and France. 
Both peoples arc patient, hut there are 
limits to patience. 
If mid-summer ar- 
rives without the Germans being forced 
back Lord Kitchener will be called to 
account bv British opinion. 
Just now 
the spirit of Great Britain is dashed by 
the German offensive which 
suddenly 
developed such tremendous force. 
The 
notion seems to have become prevalent, 
thanks to the censorship, that the Ger- 
mans were worn and weary, stolidly 
waiting to be pushed away. 


These recent developments 
indicate 
that the German army Is still the great- 
est army in Europe. It may be ousted 
from the camps held so long and val- 
iantly, but that will be possible only at 
a sacrifice so great that all other cam- 
paigns pale by comparison. 
The taking 
of Nueve Oiappelle cost the British 12,- 
000 dead or wounded, yet Nueve Chap- 
pelle is but a dot on a line 450 miles 
long, 10,000 men to the mile. Slaughter 
on a more frightful scale than men have 
ever witnessed impends when Kitchener 
tries to make good his promise.

Plaintiff Says There Was Tuberculosis 
in Herd and Asks $SfOOO. 


Indianapolis, Tnd., April 29.—T^venty- 
four blooded rattlp. now dead, are the 
Bubjecfc of a suit filed today in the fed- 
eral court here by Thomas H. Russell, 
of Geneva. Ohio, aofainst Samurl Da- 
Boer, of Nappanee, Ind. 
Russell asks 
$5,000 to reimburse him for a los^ 'i^; 
Bays, he suffered by the death of the 
cattle. In Norember, 1913, Russell says 
he bought twenty-four regis^/?red Hol- 
»tein-Friesian cattle of DeBoer. 
-nho 
*rarra»ted the stock, according: to Rus- 
t 
ell's suit, to have been tested for tu- 
erculosis by the 
state 
veterinarian. 
The warranty was false and was given 
for 
th« 
purpose 
of 
deception, it is 
charged. 


After learning

herd, fifteen of which, the suit says, hao 
tuberculosis at the 
time 
of the sale 
Russell says he offered to return the 
stock, but DeBoer, 
after tempprizing, 
refused to accept them. 
Later Russell 
was compelled, according to his com- 
plaint, to kill fourteen of the herd, and 
another died of tuberculosis. 
It is al 
leged the condition of the herd made it 
M-orthless to Russell and he lost $3,600.

But One-Third as Many in 
Use, and Only for Spe- 
cified Purposes. 


Berlin, April 
15.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—Only a third as 
many automobiles are today licensed in 
Berlin as before the war, the number 
having been cut down from 9.143 to 3,- 
130. Df these 1.418 arc privately own- 
e ^ 
These are for the most part trucks 
of business houses and cars belonging 
to physicians. 
The automobile traffic, 
however, is much less than a tliird what 
it was before the war, since physicians 
and other private persons to whom li- 
censes have been granted are permitted 
to use their cars only for specified pur- 
poses, and the cars may not bo used 
by their families. 
The greatest pro- 
iportionate number of licenses !ias been 
granted to taxicabs, of which there are 
1,600 in operation, against 2,900 l)efore 
the war. 


The number of horse cabs licensed has 
been exactly cut in 
half, being 1,165 
against a former 3,300. 


One result of the reduction of transit 
facilities is conditions in the street cars 
that remind one of an American city. 
The number of persons permitted 
to 
stand in the car« ana on the platforms 
has been raised and the police do not 
interfere when the limit is excee<led. 
Cars and omnibugses are consequently 
jammed.

The German government found time, 
notwithstanding the war, to take the 
iisual census of live stock about the 
beginning of last December.

British Resent Secrecy of 
Admiralty on Escape 
of Grermans » 


London, April 15.—Correspondence of 
the 
Associated 
Press.—Whether 
the 
German cruisers Goeben and Breslau es- 
caped from Messina last fall by running 
a gauntlet of 
thirteen 
British 
and 
French warships and ten torpedo boats, 
as asserted by a petty officer of the 
Goeben in the Vienna Arbeiterzeitung, 
is a question that A. H. Pollen, the na- 
val expert, asks of the British admiral- 
ty in the columns of the Westminster 
Gazette. 


The admiralty has never ma4e pub- 
lic any naval action beyond the 
en- 
gagement previously of the two German 
ships with the Gloucester, which causes 
Mr. Pollen to remark: 


"The circumstances attending the es- 
cape of these two 
ships 
have 
been 
etudiously kept from the British public 
up to now. 
We know that the com- 
mander-in-chief in the 
Mediterranean 
was called upon by the admiralty to 
give an account of his dispositions and 
that his account was considered satis- 
factory. 
We also know that the ad- 
miral in command of a very powerful 
cruiser squadron in the Mediterranean 
was recalled to England, subjected to 
a court of inquiry 
and 
subsequently 
court-martialed and acquitted. 
But we 
do not know anything of the 
events 
which led up to these drastic steps, we 
do not know on what charge the ad- 
miralty was brought into court, we 
know nothing of the character of his 
defense, nor the grounds on which he 
was acquitted. In theory a court-mar 
tial is an open court; in practice it can 
be made a star chamber affair by the 
exclusion of the public when any evi- 
dence is being heard, the publication of 
which can be called detrimental to pub- 
lic interest. 


"As a sim^e matter of fact," Pollen 
continues, "not one word of 
Admiral 
Troubridge's trial was reported, 
and, 
when questioned on 
the subject, the 
first lord of the admiralty has steadily 
declined to reopen this or any other 
controversial incident." 


Pollen declares that nothing is to be 
gained by keeping back 
information 
eight months old, since it cannot be of 
any valiie to an enemy and only be- 
trays a lack of trust in the British pub- 
lic. 
If such an action took place, he 
says, there must have been casualties, 
and no casualty list has been published.

Reno, Xev., April 27.—The course of 
equal su/Trago, like that of tr^e love, 
does not always run smooth, as the 
newly enfranchised women of Nevada 
have recently discovered 
after 
they 
were given the ballot.

Every parliamentarian art has been 
employed by Reno's rival Avomen's clubs 
in an effort to merg-e and eo-operati\ 
but thus far the «chism is so broad 
tliat they have about agreed to dis- 
agree. 


At a recent meetingr of the organiza- 
tions half thf women present walked nut 
in open rebellion after a lie.ated fac- 
tional clash, and before a merger vote 
had been taken. 


Now the question whether or not the 
two bodies are already legally united 
Ì8 moot. 


"1 would be willing to carry the ques- 
tion to the supreme coiu-t of the Uni- 
ted P.tates with perfect confidence in 
the outcome." declares Miss Anne Afar- 
tin, who managed the recent success- 
ful campaign for women's suffrage in 
Nevada. "There is no question that the 
Reno Woman Citizens' club has been 
legally merged with the Reno Women's 
Civic club." 


"The Woman Citizens' club Avill cnn- 
tinue in existence and will elect iievr 
officers. 
The adjournment during the 
meeting M'as entirely legal and t))ere 
was no chance of a two-thirds vote to 
merge, as ninety-five members walked 
out.'' declares Afrs. Sadie 
D. 
Hurst, 
president of the Woman Citizens' dub. 


The Woman -Citizen.s" club wa.s the 
first to be organized after the women 
of Nevada 
were 
enfranchised, 
being 
formed Avh'ile Miss Martin, who is chair- 
man of the national campaign commit- 
tee to win suflTrage for women in east- 
ern states, was in the east. 


The various suffrage leagues of the 
state united in convention in naming 
Miss Martin, who Avantg all 
suffrage 
clubs in Nevada to become civic leagues, 
as state president of the Nevada Wom- 
en's C^ivic league. 
The efforts to merge 
the Reno Woman Citizens' club with 
the Reno Women's Civic league have 
continued ever since.

Washington, D. C., April 29.—In « 
paper recently prepared for fae Nation- 
al Geogiaphic society, former President 
Taft gives a new view of the nations 
capita?, its history, its present situation 
and the hopes for its future. 
Accom- 
panied by the »luadri-color drawings of 
the fine arts commission this represents 
what is universally conceded here to bo 
the most remarkable portrayal of a na- 
tion's capital ever prepared. 
In 
the 
course of his paper the 
ex-president 


'T have been deeplv interested in the 
development of Washington ever since 
a-s solicitor general I looked out of the 
windows of the clerk^s offire of the su- 
premo court, at the capítol, and stood 
awestruck by the beauty of that sweep 
from the capitol doAvii to the monu- 
ment, thence to the shining bosom of 
the l»otoinac bevond, and across to the 
Arlington hills." That is now a quarter 
of a centurv ago, and my love for \V ash- 
ington and mv interest in securing from 
congiess the needed legislation and ap- 
propriations to 
bring out its incom- 
parable beauties have never abated. 


After commenting upon 
the

natural beauty of the site selected by 
George Washington for a building of 
the nation's home of government, Mr. 
Taft speaks earnestly of the responsibil- 
ities of the present generation to their 
First City:

dom of the Father of his Country pre- 
vailed. and that the national capital 
was built for us as well m for the peo- 
ple of his generation. 


"If we are grateful that Washington 
made provision for the century ahead 
of him, how much the more should we 
be careful to provide for the century 
ahead of us!" 


If the growth of this country contin- 
ues for , another hundred years at a 
rate at all commensurate 
with that 
maintained in the generation jupt past, 
the America of 2015 must have a capi- 
tal suited to the needs of 260 million 
people. Thanks to the foresight of the 
founders of the city, aU of the ele- 
ments of a great and magnificent na- 
tional capital have been provided for 
in the original ground plan; and, ac- 
cording to Mr. Taft, the greatest dan- 
ger that Washington faces is that men 
may come at some time into control 
of the city's destiny who are not fitted 
to appreciate or understand all that its 
capital must mean to the nation, that 
"little American»" may work irrepara- 
ble damsg« in miitaken taoHOiniep, and 
in miitakfn eqnoeptionf of -^th« city'» 
nature.

to maintain, such heavy fire and police 
protection expenses to bear, etc. 
And, 
then, in the Avords of the writer: 


"The second reason why the burden 
of even one-half of the expenses of city 
government is heavier than the total 
expenses of most cities is that Wash- 
ington has but one industry, which is 
government, and that industry but one 
product, which is politics. With no im- 
portant wealth-producing industries 
to 
swell the incomes of the people of the 
capital, with every activity discouraged 
that would detract from the beauty of 
the city, per capita ability to pay taxes 
is correspondingly .smaller in Washing- 
ton than in most cities." 


The year-to-year population of Wash- 
ington, Mr. Taft writes, illustrates how 
truly national the Capital City is. More 
than two-thirds of all of the people re- 


siding in the District of Columbia in 
1910 were born elsewhere. 
Every state 
in the union is represented bv a con- 
siderable quota of its people who have 
come to 
Washington 
to 
live, 
and, 
through 
every day of the year, the 
stream of tourists and visitors flows 
without halt through the city, and in 
this stream are Americans from every 
state, territory and island possession, 
and foreigner» from every country in 
the world. 


Taft says: 


"The people of th« United States love 
Washington. 
They are proud of the 
city. 
WTien they visit the city they 
walk upon her etreeta with a conscious- 
neas that she belong» to them, and that 
her dignity and beauty and the grand 
eur of her buildings are an expression 
of her eovereignty and her greatness."

Enew now there are practically no 
wild horses such as once roamed the 
ranges, and with the 
Inroads 
being 
made upon the horses of the west by 
the war, his half-civilized brother, the 
broncho, promises to disappear. 
Thou- 
sands of horses have been taken from 
Colorado, Wyoming and other western 
states. 
Xot only 
have 
British 
and 
French buyers invaded this section, but 
representatives of the Italian govern- 
ment have combed 
the 
country 
for 
mounts. 
During the last few weeks an 
Italian buyer purchased several 
hun- 
dred horse.s. and so great was his haste 
to get them to his home country that 
thev were sent by e.xpress from Denver 
to ikhe cast instead of Ijy freight. There 
they were to be hurried aboard a steam- 
er for Italy. 


Millions for Horses. 
Several million dollars 
have 
been 
spent for these horses for war pur- 
poses. 
The greatest demand, of course, 
is for stout, sound horses, capable 
of 
work as cavalry mounts or for artillery. 
The entire country haa been gon® over 
two or three times by buyers for vari- 
ous countries and still the demand has 
not been filled. 


This draining of the west of horses 
means 
that 
in 
the 
rehabitulation a 
better breed of horse will be produced. 
It is this that sounds the death knell 
of the broncho. 
The government has 


been working for years encouraging the 
breeding of better horses. Stallions and 
mares of standard breeds, 
draft 
and 
general purpose horsea, have been plac- 
ed throughout the west. 
Their progeny 
are already influencing the general trend 
of development of the "horses in the sec- 
tions in which the work of the govern- 
ment is being centered. 
As the demand 
for horses to replace those sold for war 
service increases it will be animals of 
better breeds which will 
take 
their 
places.

FORJie GEORGE 


Bnglish Monarch Almost a 
Total Abstainer in 
Normal Times. 


London, April 15.—Correspondence of 
the Assoriated Press.—The banning of 
/alcohol from the royal houBehold will 
¡fall rather lightlr on King George, who, 
'according to court officials, is almost 
!an abstainer even in normal times. He 
has occasionally taken a small glass of 
claret with his luncheon, but more oft- 
en he preferred aerated water. 
At din- 
ner, bergundy and champagne were al- 
ways served, but the king frequently 
tasted neither one, and never indulged 
in more than a minute quantitv. 


The queen's taste in alcoholic bever- 
ages is as restricted as the king's while 
Princess Mary scarcely knows the taste 
of Avine. 


Since the ban on alcoholics at court 
was promulgated, tlie energies of the 
kitchen staff have been turned to de- 
vising various 
palatable 
temperance 
drinks. 
The usual parchment "wine- 
list" is still made out daily and laid on 
the king's table in it» customary silver 
frame, but the list of available drinks 
is limited to lemonade, ginger 
beer, 
Boda water, fruit cups and the king's 
favorite, barley water. 


Although the royal wine cellars, with 
their almost priceless store of yintage 
wines, are technically fastened up for 
the duration of the war, they are not 
really kept sealed, for periodical en- 
trances have to be made, as special tem- 
peratures and humidities must be main- 
tained in various compartments, 
ac- 
cording to the character of the wines 
stored there. 


But it is fairly certain that not a 
single bottle will be opened, nor any 
tan of the countless great baiTels turn- 
ed, until the king gives the word. For 
the royal cellars are managed in busi- 
ness-like fashion, and every pint remov- 
ed from shelf or cask must be shown 
on the ledgers with proper endorsement. 


For the present, all these ledgers and 
Btock books are clasped on their shelves, 
and the bookkeepers and wine butler's 
ttseistants 
have been assigned to otiier 
duties about the palace. 
The king was 
most particular to direct that no one 
employed in the wine cellars should be 
dismissed as a result of his ban on al- 
cohol.

The king's ban does not prevent any 
member of the royal household 
from 
purchasing and drinking alcoholic liquors 
outside the palace, but as a matter of 
fart, the majority of the household staff 
have followed the royal example of to- 
tal abstinence throughout the war. 


It is rather curious to note, however, 
that alcoholic drinks of all kinds can 
still be obtained within what are le- 
gally the palace grounds. 
The "verge" 
of Buckingham palace, Mhich is admin- 
istered by the lord steward's depart- 
ment, stretches in two places as far as 
the Thames, and embraces considerable 
business property, including a number of 
saloons. 
The licenses of these are con- 
trolled by the king's board of the green 
cloth, and the master of the royal house- 
hold is the chairman of the' licensing 
court, which has just held its annual 
session and approved the renewal of all 
the licenses.

Redfield Scores Calamity 
Howlers in Address at 
Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 29.—Denun- 
ciation of "calamity howlers" and a vig- 
orous defense of the policies of Presi- 
dent Wilson's administration were the 
features of a speech here yesterday by 
Secretary Redfield, of the department of 
commerce before a meeting of repre- 
sentatives of Indiana manufacturing in- 
terests. 
The secretary defended 
the 
tariff, lauded the federal reserve act, de- 
clared that the Clayton anti-trust law 
and the federal trade commission 
act 
have made plainer the way 
of 
the 
business man, and asserted that in the 
condition of the country today "there 
is no happiness for those who would do 
evil to the administration. 


Samuel M. Foster of Fort Wayne, pre- 
sided at the gathering, which was sig- 
nalized by the presence of 
prominent 
democrats from every section of Indi- 
ana, 


The secretary quoted several newspa- 
per articles to show that the country 
was on the way to prosperity and paid 
caustic respects to "purveyors of pessi- 
mism." 


Preachers of Poverty. 


"Those preachers of poverty for per- 
sonal puiposes," he said, "will in due 
time go to their own places unwept, un- 
honored and unsung followed by the de- 
served curses of the deceived, falling 
into the limbo of the calamity howler 
where long ago the muckraker preced- 
ed them. 
These are they who in se- 
cret places speak evil of 
those 
who 
have brought the country through the 
most terrible commercial shock of its 
history and landed her safe and strong 
upon the peaceful shores of prosperiij" 
and influence." 


Thre^ times, the secretary said, the 
country had evinced its faith in the 
democratic party by returning a demo- 
cratic house of 
representatives. 
The 
foes of democracy, he said, could find 
small comfort in the reduced majority 
of the democrats in the next congress. 


Party Has Kept Faith. 


"Our party has kept its faith," he 
continued. 
"It has not been given or- 
ders by the people to revise the tariff 
downward only to answer by revising 
it upward. 
One thing at' least no one 
dares say about the tariff law, namely, 
that it was prepared bj^ anybody in his 
own interest. Never was there a meas- 
ure of the kind more free from person- 
al taint more ourely intended for public 
as distinguished from private purposes," 
The secretary declared that the tariff 
was not a factor in "depressing business 
conditions" and that under the Under- 
wood bill "we have gained something of 
industrial self-respect."

Thousands more are pouring in equip- 
P ^ with golden dreams and a stake. 
Where there was hunger and hope the 
"boomers" and the president of the Uni- 
ted States have made a land of plenty 
and opportunity. 


Call Seward the Qiicago or the Okla- 
homa City of Alaska and you will be 
right either way. Today it is the Okla- 
homa City; tomorrow it will be 
the 
CJhicago. 


All this is because Seward was named 
as the seaport terminal for the $35,- 
000,000 government railroad! 


C^n you imagine what this means to 
the 350 pioneers who endured the hard- 
ships of years awaiting the great day?

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Indiana's Debt Grojuing 


Total indebtedness of $66,053,653 has been reported by the civil 


'divisions of Indiana for the year 1913 to the federal census bureau, 
according to figures which have just been made public at "Washing- 
ton. 
This is the net total after deduction of sinking fund assets 


then on hand. Of this amount the counties have incurred $0,721,434, 


• or 14.7 per cent.; the cities, towns, villages, townships, etc.; $50,- 


653,058, or 76.7 per cent.; the school districts, $5,679,116, or 8.6 per 
cent., of the total debt. The net debt reported for these divisions 
shows an increase of $34,139,489, or 307 per cent, over the amount 
reported in 1902. 
The per capita debt increased $11.57 or 93.6 per- 


cent, during the same period. During the period, 1890 to 1902, the, 
net debt increased $16,009.592, or 100.7 per cent., while the per 
capita debt increased $5.11, or 70.5 per cent. 


The net debt of the counties reported at $10.497,916, repre- 


icnted a decrease of $3,326,619, or 25.0 per cent., from that of 1902. 
The per capita debt decreased $1.56, or 30.7 per cent., during the 
same period. During the period 1800 to 1902, the net debt increased 
£6,641,814, or 103.7 per cent., while the per capita debt decreased 
£2.16, or 74 per cent. 


In 1902 all but eight of the ninety-two counties in the state re- 


ported debt, while in 1913 the number reporting no debt was seven. 


• Of the counties which reported dcht in 1902, 65 show some reduc- 


tion in 1913, many of them having retired all of the bonds outstand- 
ing in 1902.

The indebtedness of the cities, towns and villages considered 


apart from other civil divisions amounted to. $19,986,045 in 1913. 
The largest percentage of increase in the net debt of cities was re- 
ported by those places having a population of 30.000 or more, and 
amounted to 11.4 per cent. 
Those cilies having a population of 


8,000 to 30,000 show an increase of 7.5 per cent., and those having 
a population of 2,600 to 8,000 show an increase of 1 per cent. Con- 
trary to the condition in many states those cities, towns and villages 
m Indiana having a population,of less than 2.500 show a decrease 
of 18.5 per cent- 


Indianapolis is the largest'individual debtor. The net debt of 


Jndianapolis shows an increase of $665,456, or 16 per cent. The per 
eapita debt decreased during this period from $22.36 to $19.05, or 
14.8 per cent. Evansville was the only city of more than 30,000 pop- 
ulation to show a decrease in the net debt, although all the cities of 
this class, with the exception of Terre Haute, show a decrease in the 
per capita debt.

"f have'been deeply interested in the 


citizens, but one nerving every citizen 
of tbfi United States and 
belonging 


alike to each. \Vbile the United States 
government pays half of the expense 
of tho Capital City, Mr. Taft continues, 
it must b0 kept in mind that the city 
is in no sense supported for the benefit 
of the people dwelling within its con- 
fines; nml, in spitn of the half burden 
assumed by tho general 
government, 


the remaining half is greater than most 
cities of Washington's class impose upon 
their people. There are two reasons for 
this. The /irst is that no other eity of 
its class has so many 
unusual " ex- 


penses to meet, such largo street areas 
to maintain, micli heavy firo and police 
protection expenses to licar, etc. And 
then, in the words of the writer: 


"The second reason why the burden 


of even one-half of the expenses of city 
government is heavier than the total 
expenses of most cities is that Wnnh- 
ington has but one industry, which'is 
government, and flint industry but one 
proclurl, whir!) is politics. with no im- 
portant wealth-producing industries to

in nation, boast-ing but a. single sea- 
board, with a population of only five 
million, and with a credit so bad that 
lot sales, lotteries and borrowing upon 
personal credit had to be resorted to 
n ordc.r to finance ihe new capital, 
could look to the future and understand 
that it was his duty to build for the 
centuries to come and for a great "na- 
tion, how much more 
should wo do

"In those days . there 
were

a-plenty i" congress and out who bit- 
terly opposed provisions for the future 
of the capital city. 
To them the old 


doctrine of letting ea-.'h generation pro- 
vide for its own needs outweighed ev- 
ery other consideration; but

ful nation rejoices today that the wis- 
dom of the Vntlicr of his Country pre- 
vailed, ami that the national capital 
was built for us as well as for the peo- 
ple of his generation, 


'•If we are grateful that Washington 


made provision for the century ahead 
of him, how much the more should we 
be careful to provide for the century 
ahead of us'." 


If the growth of this country contin- 


ues for another hundred years at a 
rate at all commensurate 
with that 


maintained in the generation just post, 
the America of 201.') must have a capi- 
tal suited to the needs of 2BD million 
people. Thnnks to the foresight of the 
founders nf the city, all of the ele- 
ments of a great and magnificent na- 
tional capital have been provided for 
in the original ground plan; and, ac- 
cording to Mr. Taft, tho greatest dan- 
ger that Washington faces is, that men 
may come at some time into control 
of the city's destiny who arc not fitted 
to appreciate or understand »H that its 
capital must mean to the nation, lhat 
"little Americans'' may work irrepara- 
ble <)sma£« in mistaken economics, and 
in mistaken conceptions of the city's 
nature. 


The national capital, by virtue of be- 


ing the capital, is different from all th<! 
other cities of the rnunlry, Mr, Taft 
points out. Thus, it :« not. an indas- i 
trial fity. not a conHnerci*! rity. noil 
a at} existing for or belonging'to its 


capital, ivilh every activity discouraged 
that would detract from tho beauty nf 
the, city, per capita ability to pay taxes 
is correspondingly smaller in Washing- 
ton than in most cities.''

ington, Mr. Tnft writes, illustrates how 
truly national the Capital Oity is. Store 
than two-thirds of nit of the'peoplc re- 


siding in the District of Columbia in 
1010 were born elsewhere. Every state 
in the union is represented bv a con- 
siderable quota of its people who have 
come to 
Washington 
to 
live, 
and, 


through 
every day of the year, the 


stream of tourists and visitors flows 
•without halt through the eity, and In 
this stream are Americans from every 
state, territory and island possession, 
and foreigners from every country in 
the world. 


Concluding hi* description of Wash- 


ington, which everywhere betrays the 
affectionate pride of the writer Mr 
Taft says: 


"The people of the United States love 


Washington. They are proud of thi 
city. 
When they visit the city thei 


walk upon her streets -with a conscious" 
ness that she belongs to them, and tha 
her dignity nnd beauty and the grand 
eur of her buildings are an exprossiot 
of her sovereignty and her greatness.'

Millions for Horses. 


Several million dollars

The entire country has been gone over 
two or three times by buyers for vari- 
ous countries and still the demand has 
not been filled.

'At din- 
ner, herpiinily and champagne were al- 
ways served, hut the king frequently 
tasted neither one, and never indulged 
in more than a minute qvmntitv. 


The queen's taste in alcoholic bever- 


ages is as restricted as the king's while 
Princess Mary scarcely knows the taste 
of wine. 


Since the ban on alcoholics at court 


was promulgated, the energies of the 
kitchen staff have been turned to de- 
vising various 
palatable 
temperance 


drinks. 
The usual parchment "wine- 


list" is still made out daily-and laid on 
the king's table in its customary silver 
frame; but the list of available drinks

and the bookkeepers and wine butler's 
assistants have been assigned to other 
duties about the palace. The king was 
most particular to direct that no one 
employed in tho wine cellars should be 
dismissed as a result of his ban on al- 
cohol. Other posts were found, at the

One thing at least no one 


dares say about the tariff law, namely, 
that it was prepared by anybody in his 
own, interest. Xever was there a -meas- 
ure of the kind more free from person- 
al taint more irarely intended for public 
as distinguished from private purposes," 
The secretary declared that the tariff 
was not a factor in "deprer-sing business 
conditions" and that under the iXTnder- 
vroort bill "we have gained something of 
industrial self-respect." 


The federal reserve law, he said, has 


ho concluded. "We shall bo the better 
for it; lint let it be that the criticism 
,,Bhall be. fair and truthful and candid. 
If-it-.is not S0j the criticism will fall of 
its own folly. 
If it is so the criticism 


will do us good. And when we shall 
approach in the coming year the decision 
for the future, let it be approached not 
with a. scowl or a whine, not with the 
partial statement of half truths, but 
let the farts be known in all 
their 


roundness to. the American people, and 
then, in God's name, let the best man 
win."
